Gentlemen: 

A  telegram  from  V/ashington  announces  that  the  portrait 
of  ^resident  -i-iincoln  is  again  to  appear  upon  the  regular  series 
of  United  States  stamps.    This  announcement  comes  from  the 
office  of  the  Third  Assistant  Postmaster  General. 

Following  receipt  of  your  "Lincoln  Lore"  number  445, 
I  wrote  the  Honorable  Harry  Sauthoff  of  this  state  asking  that 
he  take  action  to  compel  the  Post  Office  Department  to  restore 
President  Lincoln's  portrait  to  the  list  of  stamps.    I  anticipated 
that  they  would  attempt  to  avoid  such  action  and  had  plejined  a 
campaign  in  which  I  proposed  to  call  upon  the  Lincoln  National 
Life  Foundation  to  request  their  agents  throughout  the  country 
to  write  their  members  of  the  House  of  Representatives  to  back 
the  demand  made  by  Congressman  Sauthoff .     I  also  had  made  contacts 
for  securing  the  cooperation  of  the  Grajid  Army  posts  throughout 
the  country. 

The  State  Historical  Society  of  Wisconsin  feels  that 
the  patriotic  people  of  the  country  will  be  pleased  at  the  out- 
come of  this  effort  v^rhich  was  instituted  by  the  society. 

I  might  say  also  that  this  society  was  the  agency 
through  v^hich  the  Northv^est  Territory  stamp  was  secured.  The 
commission  having  in  charge  the  observance  of  the  anniversary 
had  been  refused  by  the  Post  Office  Department  the  issue  of  a 
stamp  to  commemorate  the  event.

U.S.  41W— Hopkinsville  to  Nashville— 
U.S.  41W  closed  June  15th  between  Hop- 
kinsville, Kentucky  and  Claiksville,  Ten- 
nessee. 

Until  further  notice  all  traffic  between 
Hopkinsville  and  Nashville  should  use 
U.S.  41E,  which  is  a  paved  road.  This  re- 
port was  received  from  the  Nashville  Au- 
tomobile Club. 

Mexico — Atfer  a  careful  consideration 
of  the  report  we  have  received  from  vari- 
ous sources  in  Mexico  and  the  border 
towns  in  Blcxico,  we  feel  that  we  can 
resume  suggesting  the  trip  to  Mexico 
City.  We  have  been  assured  by  the  Amer- 
ican Automobile  Association  office  at 
Laredo  and  by  the  Mexican  Motor  Clubs 
that  conditions  are  practically  normal  and 
motorists  should  not  hesitate  about  mak- 
ing their  proposed  summer  trips  to  Mex- 
ico City. 

We  wish  to  sti'ess  the  fact  that  the 
political  situation  still  makes  matters 
very  unsatisfactory  and  uncertain.  Con- 
ditions may  change  over  night  and  we 
suggest  that  you  make  the  recommenda- 
tion only  with  the  reservation  that  the 
motorist  accept  the  risk  involved. 

Recently  we  have  discussed  the  situa- 
tion with  tourists  who  have  returned 
from  Mexico.  Those  who  have  returned 
within  the  last  week  have  stated  that 
there  is  no  outward  sign  of  disturbance 
whatsoever  and  that  they  were  treated 
with  the  utmost  cordiality. 

Colorado — On  Sunday,  July  3,  at  11 
a.m.  a  celebration  will  be  held  on  top  of 
Berthoud  Pass,  Colorado  on  the  comple- 
tion of  U.S.  40  Highway  as  a  paved  route 
across  the  United  States.  The  exercises 
will  consist  of  talks  of  the  governors  of 
the  states  along  the  highway. 

New  Salem  State  Park — 2  miles  south 
of  Petersburg,  200  acres,  is  of  historical 
interest,  with  shelters,  picnic  groves  and 
camp  stoves,  but  no  accommodations  for 
over  night  visitors.

16-cent  Abraham  Lincoln 


Lincoln  worked  on  a  flat-boat  trading  to 
New  Orleans.  Later  when  his  family 
moved  to  Decatur,  111.  he  assisted  in 
clearing  a  place  and  erecting  a  cabin 
there.  Subsequently  he  kept  a  general 
store  at  New  Salem,  III.  where  he  became 
postmaster  and  a  deputy  surveyor.  In 


Bio 

ABRAHAM  LINCOLN,  16th  presi- 
dent of  the  United  States,  was  born 
near  Hodgensville,  Ky.,  February  12, 
1809.  His  father  Thom  as  was  a  carpen- 
ter and  his  mother,  Nancy  Hanks,  was 
the  niece  of  a  carpenter.  During  his  youth 

1834  he  was  elected  to  the  legislature  and 
was  reelected  three  times,  declining 
further  nomination  in  1842.  In  1837  he 
removed  to  Springfield  to  practise  law 
and  largely  through  his  efforts  the  state 
capital  was  moved  there.  In  1842  he 
married  Mary  Todd  who  bore  him  four 
sons.  In  1854,  with  the  repeal  of  the 
Missouri  Compromise,  Lincoln  entered 
into  debate  and  public  discussion  and  met 
Stephen  A.  Douglas,  the  author  of  the 
repeal  measure,  in  public  debates.  In  1860 
he  was  elected  to  the  presidency  on  the 
Republican  ticket  and  the  following 
March  on  assuming  office  he  was  faced 
with  the  secession  movement.  In  1862 
when  McClellan  won  victory  at  Antietam 
he  issued  his  preliminary  proclamation  of 
emancipation  following  it  on  January  1st 
with  his  final  proclamation.  In  1864  he 
was  reelected.  On  April  14,  1865  he 
attended  the  Ford  theatre  in  Washington 
to  see  a  performance  of  Our  American 
Cousins  where  he  was  assassinated  by 
John  Wilkes  Booth,  dying  the  following 
day. 


Stamping  Ground 

By  CLIFFOHD  BICKIN6 

During  the  tenure  of  James  A. 
Farley  as  Postmaster-General  of  the 
United  States,  the  department 
turned  out  such  a  volume  of  com- 
memorative stamps  that  the  col- 
lectors finally  rose  In  protest  and 
a  veritable  deluge  of  protests  were 
showered  on  the  Post  Oftice  De- 
partment. The  substance  of  these 
protests  was  practically  identical 
—one  and  all  of  the  collectors  and 
dealers  ob.iected  to  the  exploita- 
tion of  themselves  as  collectors. 

However,  Postmaster  General 
Walker  has  gone  almost  to  the 
other  extreme,  for  except  for  the 
airmail  stamps,  there  has  been 
only  one  new  commemorative 
stamp  issued,  and  collectors  are 
now  reversing  their  former  stand 
and  are  calling  for  more  new 
Issues. 

There  have  been  many  sugges- 
tions for  new  commemoratives,  and 
it  seems  that  a  Kentucky  stamp 
may  be  expected.  This  stamp 
would  be  in  honor  of  the  one  hun- 
dred and  fiftieth  anniversary  of 
statehood  for  Kentucky,  and  it  is 
almost  certain  that  some  such 
stamp  will  appear  by  or  on  June 
1,  1942.  Several  proposed  designs 
for  this  sUmp  include  Daniel 
Boone.  Michael  Stoner,  Man  O'War 
and  "My  Old  Kentucky  Home."

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LINCOLN  STAMP 

Black— Issue  of  1938 

In  1938  the  Post  Office  Depart- 


ment issued  a  series  of  stamps  to 
replace  the  issue  of  1922-23.  The 
thirty-two  stamps  incorporated  the 
likenesses  of  all  the  Presidents  from 
Washington  to  Coolidge,  with  the 
denominations  arranged  in  accord- 
ance with  their  tenure  of  office.  In 
addition  to  the  Presidents,  three 
stamps  of  fractional  value  were 
made  a  part  of  the  series,  namely; 


Scott  No.  821        Benjamin  Franklin  on  the  %  cent, 
Martha    Washington    on    the  IVz 
cent,  and  a  view  of  the  White  House  on  the  4%  cent. 
These  three   stamps  have  other   slight  variations  of 
design. 

These  stamps  are  distinctive  for  their  simplicity, 
number  of  denominations  involved  and  subject  matter. 
They  all  measure  75/100  x87/100  inches,  arranged 
vertically.  All  of  the  stamps  except  the  three  of  the 
highest  denominations  were  printed  on  rotary  presses 
and  issued  in  sheets  of  100.  The  $1  Woodrow  Wilson, 
the  $2  Warren  G.  Harding  and  the  $5  Calvin  Coolidge 
are  bicolored,  and  were  supplied  from  100  subject  flat 
plates,  both  border  and  vignette,  and  issued  in  sheets 
of  that  size. 

Among  the  thirty-two  colors  or  color  combinations  is 
the  16  cent  black  Lincoln  stamp.  The  head  of  Lincoln 
was  engraved  from  a  bust  by  Sarah  Fisher  Ames,  which 
is  in  the  Senate  Gallery,  The  designer  was  Miss  Elaine 
Rawlinson;  the  artist,  William  K.  Schrage;  the  en- 
graver (portrait)  Carl  T.  Arlt;  (lettering)  James  T. 
Vail. 

Each  presidential  likeness  of  the  series  faces  to  the 
right  and  is  located  at  the  left  of  the  center  of  the  stamp. 
In  the  upper  right  corner  are  the  words  "United  States 
Postage",  arranged  in  three  lines,  in  white  modernized 
Gothic.  Below,  in  like  lettering  of  smaller  size  is  the 
name  of  the  President  with  dates  to  indicate  the  years 
of  his  administration.  The  16<f  black  bears  the  words 
"Abraham  Lincoln  1861-1865"  arranged  in  three  lines. 
Denomination  numerals  appear  in  both  lower  corners 
with  the  word  "cent"  or  "cents"  between,  in  white  let- 
tering. All  but  the  three  highest  values  have  flat  back- 
grounds in  color.  The  denominations  ranging  for  V2 
cent  to  9  cents  are  without  borders.  The  10  cents  to  19 
cents  have  single  line  borders,  and  the  20  cents  to  50 
cents  have  double  line  borders.  The  $1,  $2  and  $5  vary 
in  design  of  border  and  wording  and  carry  the  $  symbol. 

The  first  day  sale  of  the  16  cent  black  Lincoln  stamp 
was  October  20,  1938  at  Washington,  D.  C,  with  a  gen- 
eral sale  throughout  the  country  following  as  soon 
thereafter  as  distribution  would  permit.  The  covers 
cancelled  the  first  day  at  Washington,  D.  C.  numbered 
59,566.

f  nolds,  Francisville,  Medaryville,  Lucerne,  San  Pierre, 
LaCrosse,  Michigan  City,  Lake  and  Gibbons,  (See  Lin- 
coln Lore  No.  272,  June  25,  1934.) 

When  the  train  stopped  at  Michigan  City  one  minor 
episode  occurred.  Some  of  the  notable  personages  of  the 
party  from  Washington  were  left  behind.  However,  by 
means  of  an  express  engine  they  were  able  to  overtake 
the  train  at  Porter  Station.  Chicago  was  reached  at 
eleven  o'clock  on  the  morning  of  May  1. 

While  Fort  Wayne  citizens  were  disappointed  that 
Stanton  had  not  utilized  the  Pittsburgh,  Fort  Wayne 
and  Chicago  Railroad,  and  thus  omitted  their  city  from 
the  funeral  train's  itinerary,  their  grief  was  just  as 
sincere  as  that  manifested  in  the  more  important  cities 
between  Washington  and  Springfield. 


LINCOLN'S  WIGWAM  PRINT 


For  a  number  of  years  the  Foundation  has  had  in  its 
picture  files  a  print  of  Abraham  Lincoln  made  from  a 
woodcut  which  bears  the  following  pencil  notation  in 
the  handwriting  of  George  William  Curtis:  "These  prints 
were  showered  through  the  Wigwam  immediately  after 
Mr.  Lincoln's  nomination.  May  1860." 

The  discovery  of  this  print  led  to  the  publication  of 
Lincoln  Lore  1044,  "The  Shower  of  Lincoln  Prints  At 
The  Wigwam"  April  11,  1949.  It  was  also  discussed  in 
Lincoln  Lore  1419  "Lincoln  Twice  Escapes  The  Vice 
Presidential  Nomination"  June  18,  1956. 

The  print  in  contrasting  blue  and  black  colors  is  de- 
scribed as  follows:  "The  9"  x  12"  picture  ...  is  a  re- 
production of  what  is  known  as  the  'towsled  hair^  Lincoln 
and  listed  by  Truesdell  as  Meserve  6:4.  The  first  edition 
seems  to  be  unknown  to  Truesdell  as  he  notes  only  a 
third  edition  which  adds  the  line  'Price  15  cents  Third 
Edition'  and  'Rounds,  Printer.'  The  picture  is  a  vignette 
in  an  ornamental  oval  within  a  rectangle  8"  x  6".  Under 
the  print  in  the  margin  are  the  words  'ABRAHAM  LIN- 
COLN' and  under  this  inscription  'From  a  photograph 
by  Hesler.'  There  is  also  a  line;  'Copyright  Secured'  and 
woven  into  the  ornamental  border  the  name  of  the  artist 
'E.  H.  Brown,  Del  &  Sc'  and  the  name  of  the  place 
'Chicago.'  The  words  'State  Sovereignty'  and  'National 
Union'  are  also  worked  into  the  design." 

While  this  print  is  exceedingly  rare  a  duplicate  copy 
has  recently  been  acquired  and  is  being  retained  by  the 
Foundation.  On  the  cardboard  on  which  the  newly  dis- 
covered print  is  attached  the  following  handwritten 
statement  in  ink  by  John  G.  Nicolay  appears :  "The  above 
was  circulated  in  Chicago  on  the  day  of  Lincoln's  first 
nomination  for  President." 


"Mr.  (George)  Ashmun  of  Springfield  has  the  last 
written  signature  of  Mr.  Lincoln.  It  was  given  about 
9  o'clock  Friday  evening  (April  14,  1865)  when  the  Pres- 
ident took  leave  of  Mr.  Ashmun  and  Speaker  Colfax  at 
the  White  House,  to  go  to  the  theater."
